— School trained chimpanzees, 
pioneers in exposure to the air- 
less void of space, are helping 
the space agency define safety 
limits for space walking astro- 
nauts. 


Navy Lt. Cmdr. Eugene A, 
Cernan is scheduled for a 2- 
hour, 25-minute space walk dur- 
ing the Gemini 9 flight. Data 
from the chimp tests to date 
indicate Cernan could be res- 
cued if suddenly exposed direct- 
ly to the vacuum of space. 


The animals are part of the 
Chimp College at Holloman Air 
Force Base near Alamogordo, 
Enos and 
Ham, 
astrochimps 
who rode rockets into space, 
were trained at the school. 


Since 1964 the 6571st Aero- 
medical 
Research 
Laboratory 
at Holloman has been conduct- 
ing tests for the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion in which the chimps are ex- 
posed in rapid 
decompression 
chambers to simulated altitudes 
of 150,000 f -.et. An astronaut 
would encounter such an alti- 
tude should his space suit rip or 
his face plate break during a 
space walk. 
^Alfred G. Koestler, director of 


the tests, said results are re- 
writing altitude physiology text- 
books. Previously scientists be- 
lieved direct exposure to space 
vacuum would result in death, 
with the blood boiling and the 
lack of atmospheric 
pressure 
possibly leading to the body ex- 
panding and even bursting. 


Koestler reports more opti- 
mistic results with the chimps, 
generally regarded as the ani- 
mal physiologically closest to 
man. 


"All our healthy chimps have 
survived in excellent physical 
health," Koestler said in an in- 
terview. 


"The 
most 
extraordinary 
thing to happen so far is that 
nothing happens." 


He said the chimps' environ- 
ment is changed within eight- 
tenths of a second from 100 per 
cent oxygen to the airless 150,- 
000 foot altitude., Exposures to 
the airless condition have lasted 
up to three minutes. 


"If something should happen 
(during a space walk) to an as- 
tronaut — a torn suit or a bro- 
ken face plate — his copilot 
would have sufficient time to 
bring him back in the space- 
craft, 
close 
the 
hatch 
and 
repressurize without a fatality," 
Koestler said.

Aid For The Retarded 


One of the most heart-lifting en- 
,'deavors in our society is the effort to 
tgive the mentally retarded the best 
•possible chance to live useful, satisfy- 
ing lives. This effort is carried on by 
many groups, both private and public. 
They approach the task in a variety of 
"ways, and have made notable progress. 


President Johnson's creation of a 
national committee on mental retarda- 
tion can be expected to give vigorous 
impetus to this work. At the very 
least, the group headed by Secretary 
Gardner of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare should do much 
to coordinate what is being done by 
private organizations and by agencies 


of federal, state and local govern- 
ments. 


The need for better coordination, 
and the possibilities of achieving it, is 
one of the committee's two principal 
concerns. The other, equally impor- 
tant, is to generate more support for 
the efforts of professional organiza- 
tions, citizens' groups and others to 
help the mentally retarded. 


This is the keynote: to help those 
thus afflicted. And it is a far from 
negligible side result that, as they are 
helped, society as a whole also will re- 
ceive benefits. Creation of a presi- 
dential committee is a promising step 
in this directon. 


Universal Service? 


Defense 
Secretary 
McNamara's 
^philosophizing about national service 
for all young Americans went beyond 
—the immediate question of how to mini- 
mize present military draft inequities. 
It can be applied to that, but it also 
can be taken — and already is being 
taken — as the starting point for dis- 
cussion of much broader questions re- 
lating to the citizen's obligation to- 
ward his homeland. 


~ The idea of universal service to 
country is an old one. It was developed 
by the ancient Greeks, though largely 
in military terms. It has cropped up in 
various societies since then. 


Unfortunately, 
the 
concept 
has 
been developed with the most zeal in 
our time by totalitarian regimes. It is 
common for them to require each 
young man and woman to serve the 
state in some capacity or other for a 
period of years. This is not cited by 
way of invidious comparison with Mc- 
Namara's proposal, 
but merely 
as 
something to be kept in mind when 
the matter is debated. 


What McNamara suggested was 
that we ask "every young person in 
the United States to give two years of 


service to his country — whether in 
one of the military services, in the 
Peace Corps or in some other volunteer 
developmental work 
at 
home 
and 
abroad." Senator Javits of New York 
has brought forward a similar pro- 
posal. 


On the face of it, such a universal 
service system is an appealing idea. It 
would be, moreover, a far cry from 
the dictatorial method of 
shunting 
young people about at the whim of the 
state with no regard for their personal 
preference. The similarity to the total- 
itarion system can be regarded as 
a warning flag, however; the idea 
must be thought through with care so 
as to avoid the pitfall of undue youth 
regimentation. Thought should also be 
given to possible exceptions. For ex- 
ample, it can be argued that a brilliant 
young student in physics could serve 
his country better by continuing in 
that field instead of interrupting his 
studies for two years while he labor- 
ed abroad with the Peace Corps. 


The McNamara proposal serves the 
useful purpose of focusing attention on 
an important matter. It is a matter 
that should be most searchingly con- 
sidered.

At present, no cure for LE is 
known but it can often be con- 
trolled 
by the 
judicious 
use 
of chloroquine, 
hydroxychloro- 
quine, amodiaquin, cyclophosph- 
amide and drugs of the cortisone 
group. 


Q — Would a young woman 
with LE be able to go through 
a pregnancy and give birth to 
a normal baby? 


A—LE does not affect fertility 
but it doubles the chances of 
miscarriage and of giving birth 
prematurely. Babies born at full 
term, however, show no ill ef- 
fects from the mother's dis- 
ease. The LE is, however, often 


aggravated 
e i t h e r 
a few 
weeks before or a fevi weeks 
after delivery. Any woman with 
LE 
who 
becomes 
pregnant 
should have close supervision 
by her doctor. 


Q — What are the symptoms 
of Cushing's syndrome and how 
serious is it? Will surgery cure 
it? 


A — Cushing's syndrome is 
caused by overactivity of the 
adrenals, usually as a result of 
a tumor in this gland. It is char- 
acterized 
by 
an 
increase in 
weight, due largely to waterlog- 
ging, easy fatigability, weak- 
ness, excessive growth of hair 
over much of the body, hemor- 
rhages under the skin. 


Although not a direct threat 
to life, the degree of severity in 
some victims may be disabling. 
Removal of the adrenal tumor 
and X-ray treatment of the pitu- 
itary are the measures most 
likely 
to 
cure 
the 
disease.

phlets," he said, "and teen-age 
car advertisements is an ulti- 
mate example of doubletalk— 
the one message sensible and 
responsible, the other totally in- 
sensible and totally 
irresponsi- 
ble." 


Dr. Marvin Schwarz, a Chica- 
go psychiatrist, blamed public 
apathy, 
glamorous 
promotion 
and the unique emotional prob- 


lems of teen-agers as major fac- 
tors of accidents. 


"Cars," he said, "like ciga- 
rettes, appeal to their (teen-ag- 
ers) sense of masculinity, feel- 
ings of superiority, desire for 
group status and the need to as- 
sert themselves." 


A Chicago police representa- 
tive reported there was a rise 
of 3,000 teen-age 
accidents in 
Chicago in 1965 over 1964 and 
that teen-age drivers received 
51,801 citations last year. 


The conference was attended 
by representatives

Young Sinatra is 22, his father 
50. They have the same walk,

eyes and hair, Junior vaguely 
suggests his father's looks and, 
of course, voice.

In Footsteps 


Young Sinatra is back at his 


West Los Angeles 
apartment 
after three years' touring with 
the band with which his father 
sang in 1939-41. The late Tommy 
Dorsey's band, led by Sam Don- 
ahue, still carries the Dorsey 
name. 


"We performed in every ma- 
jor city of more than 6,500 pop- 
ulation, in 45 states and in 25 
foreign countries on four conti- 
nents," the youth reported.

Frank Jr. was born in Jersey

television show. That led to the 
Dorsey 
booking, 
for 
which 
Frank quit three years' music 
study at the University of South- 
ern California and Arizona State 
College. 


At about this stage in his fa- 
ther's life the elder Sinatra was 
touring with a Major Bowes 
amateur unit, where bandleader 
Harry James heard him and 
told an aide, "Hire that skinny 
kid." 


"Same Teacher" 


In his own career, 
Junior 
said, his father "has never giv- 
en me guidance — but that's the 
best guidance of all. He's a very 


wise man. He learned from the 
school of hard knocks and has 
let me do the same." 


Being Sinatra's son is "about 
half and half" help and handi- 
cap, he said. And he has found 
another 
thing: 
"People 
ulti- 
mately react favorably or unfa- 
vorably to Sinatra. There's no 
middle of the road. You're for 
him 
or against him 
all the 
way." 


Can he hope to be as success- 
ful as his father. Junior an- 
swered slowly: "I will be as 
successful as I" — emphasis on 
"I" — "will be." 


As for marriage, Junior says: 
"I'm only 22, so I'm in no hurry. 
I know some lovely girls, but I 
work virtually every night so I 
don't have time to date, woo, 
court or develop this kind of 
relationship."

NEW YORK (AP) — Business 
is trimming some of its high 
flying ideas on expansion this 
year—but only slightly. And the 
cutbacks are far from uniform 
While some industries are low- 
ering their sights, others say 
they now plan to spend . more 
than they 
reported just two 
months ago. 


These are the findhigs of a 
recheck of corporate intentions 
by the McGraw-Hill Department 
of Economics in mid-May. The 
latest figure puts capital spend- 
ing this year at $61.3 billion, or 
$450 million less than the firms 
reported 
as 
their 
goals 
in 
March. The spending of these 
companies for new plants and 
equipment in 1965 was $52 bil- 
lion. 


The picture is further compli- 
cated by cross-currents in the 
machine tool business. 


The National Machine Tool 
Builders 
Association 
reports 
that new orders dropped 
in 
April by 16 per cent. These or- 
ders would normally be for de- 
livery next year. 


But the association 
reports 
today that sales of used ma- 
chine tools in April jumped to a 
record high, 33.6 per cent over a 
year earlier. The 
association 
says the demand is growing for 
production machinery that can 
be delivered immediately. 


The slight lowering of capital 
spending plans for the rest of 
this year is credited to several 
factors: 
President 
Johnson's 
request to business to go slow 
because of the inflation threat, 
delays in machinery deliveries 
and construction, the sharp de- 
cline in the stock market, tight 
money, and rapidly rising capi- 
tal goods prices.

paign 
for 
next 
Wednesday's 
election is exposing small but 
eloquent signs that the political 
cleavage which split this city 
into warring camps during the 
1965 revolution still exists. 


Despite long, costly and occa- 
sionally successful reunification 
efforts which followed that re- 
volt, Santo Domingo remains a 
politically divided city. 


The central part of the city, 
an area of less than a square 
mile was in the hands of the 
constitutionalist 
forces 
during 
the rebellion. The greater part 
of Santo Domingo, and the coun- 
try, were controlled by the civil- 
ian military junta. Units of the 
inter-American 
peace 
force 
stood between the two sides. 
Barbed 
wire 
and 
barricades 
marked a crude-shaped bounda- 
ry separating the 
belligerent 
zones. The barricades were re- 
moved last October. 


Juan Bosch, presidential can- 
didate of the Dominican Revolu- 
tionary party and the inspira- 
tion behind the April revolution, 
is the acknowledged favorite in 
what was the constitutionalist 
area of the capital. The prepon- 
derance 
of 
pro-Bosch 
signs 
painted on walls attests to this. 
Only a few proclaim the candi- 
dacy of Dr. Joaquin Balaguer, 
the 
other 
major 
presidential 
contender. 


On the other hand, proBala- 
guer signs outside the constitu- 
tionalist 
area 
far 
outnumber 
those proclaiming Bosch. But 
this cannot be taken as indica- 
tive of the voting mood in the 
capital. For one thing, even to- 
day 
some 
anticonstitutionalist 
leaders dare not go into the 
downtown district for fear of 
reprisals from the young consti- 
tutionalists who hang 
around 
the stores 
and coffee shops 
along the main business art- 
ery. Although 
Balaguer 
and 


his party were not involved in 
the April revolution, it is doubt- 
ed 
the 
young 
Bosch 
parti- 
sans would tolerate propaganda 
against 
their 
leader 
in 
the 
downtown zone. Balaguer, who 
has campaigned through most 
of the country, has not done so 
in the downtown district. 


When Bosch lived in the cen- 
tral part of the city, after his 
return to the country last Sep- 
tember, 
he 
was 
a 
frequent 
stroller 
in downtown 
streets. 
But now he is a virtual prisoner 
in his suburban home because 
of fears for his life.

Eckert Sees 
Expansion In 
Few Years 


NEW YORK (AP) — Baseball 
Commissioner William D. Eck- 
ert said Thursday the major 
leagues probably will consist of 
either two 12-club circuits, each 
split into two six-team divisions, 
or three eight-team leagues in 
the next few years. 


"I am a firm believer in ex- 
pansion," Eckert said. "Either 
or both of these plans is worth a 
solid look. Just when and how 
expansion will come about, I am 
not prepared to say right now. 


"No time table has been set. 
Expansion may come anywhere 
from three to five years or it 
may come later." 


In a recent interview in San 
Francisco, Eckert was quoted 
as saying that expansion was 
not 
in 
baseball's 
immediate 
plans and it "might be as many 
as eight to 10 years" before four 
new clubs would be added to the 
major leagues. 


"This is not an exact version 
of my views on expansion," he 
said. "I was asked whether I 
anticipated expansion within the 
next year or two. I replied "No, 
I do not. Baseball has had 25 
per cent expansion in the past 
five years. I think that is a re- 
markable 
accomplishment. 
I 
believe further expansion should 
not be immediate. We mustnot 
do anything that would dilute 
the quality of play or expand 
because 
of 
expediency.

"I was then asked whether I 
believed there would be expan- 
sion in eight or 10 years. I re- 
plied, 'Yes, I certainly believe 
that we will have fotir more 
franchises in eight or 10 years.'

That was not my intent. My 
feeling was then, and is now, 
that expansion is a possibility 
anytime after two years and 
certainly before 10 years."

7.2 Million 
More To

to raise the minimum wage

to extend coverage to 7.2 
million more workers. 


The bill, which would give 
f a r m 
workers 
minimum- 
wage protection for the first 
time, passed by a 303-93 
vote, with substantial bipar- 
tisan support. 
It has 
not 
been acted on by the Sen- 
ate. 


The bill would set up three 
different wage schedules: 


—For the 29.6 million persons 
already covered, 
plus 
665,000 
non-Civil Service federal work- 
ers, the wage would go to $1.40 
next Feb. 1, and to $1.60 two 
years later. 


—For 
an 
estimated 
485,000 
farm workers it would start at 
$i an hour next Feb. 1 and go 
up in two annual 15-cent raises 
to $1.30 in 1969. 


—For the 6.1 million 
other 
newly covered 
workers 
there 
would be two additional yearly 
increases of 15 cents, reaching 
$1.60 by Feb. 1, 1971. 


Organized labor was dealt a 
setback when the House fixed 
1969 as the date for reaching 
$1.60. As it came to the floor 
the bill would have made 1968 
the effective date, 
but 
amid 
warnings of inflation and rising 
living costs, the later date was 
adopted by a vote of 205 to 194. 


The biggest fights, however, 
came on the proposed new cov- 
erage. 
During 
three 
days of 
sometimes vigorous debate most 
of the opposition was directed 
toward the extension of the act 
into new fields, including res- 
taurants, 
hotels, 
laundries, 
hospitals and small retail 
es- 
tablishments. 


A last-ditch effort by 
Rep. 
Dave Martin, R-Neb., to elimi- 
nate farm coverage was beaten, 
231 to 168, and a five-vote mar- 
gin, 200 to 195, kept 1.6 million 
employes of small businesses in 
the bill after they had been tem- 
porarily removed by an earlier 
vote.

Aims 


The President sent Congress a 
proposed bill which he said is 
designed to achieve four broad 
purposes: 


"1. It would for the first time 
make effective past efforts to 
achieve complete public disclo- 
sure of campaign funds. The bill' 
would 
require 
all 
candidates 
and all committees supporting 
them for federal office to re- 
port, clearly and promptly, the 
sources of all their funds ind 
how these funds are spent. 


"2. It would also require dis- 
closure by 
members of Con- 
gress of gifts and income. 


"3. It would revise existing 
law and for the first time make 
effective the ceilings on the size 
of contributions. 


"4. This proposal seeks a goal 
not even contemplated by ear- 
lier laws — the active encour- 
agement of widespread public 
participation in the financing of 
political campaigns through tax 
deductions." 


Deductible 


Johnson wants a separate line 
¡on every income tax form for 
contributions up to $100 to any 
candidate or organization in any 
federal, state or local election 
campaign or primary. 


"This deduction would be al- 
lowed in addition to the stand- 
ard deduction and would not be 
limited to those who itemize 
their 
deductions," 
the 
Presi- 
dent's message said. 


Johnson also proposed that: 
—All candidates and all com- 
mittees supporting federal can- 
didates be required to report 
every 
contribution 
and 
every 
expense item above $100. Candi 
dates for president and 
vice 
president would be included for 
the first time under this report- 
ing provision. 


— Members of the Senate and 
House be required to report in- 
come from all outside sources 
other 
than 
investments. 
This 
would include money received 
for speeches and for consultant 
or legal fees. 


Set Limit 


— A $5,000 limit be placed on 
the total financing that any can- 
didate may receive from any 
one source. "The present $5,000 
limit could not long be evaded," 


Johnson said, "by putting the 
maximum amount into different 
pockets of the same suit." 


— Existing ceilings on total 
expenditures by candidates for 
public office be repealed. The 
limits are $25,000 for senatorial 
candidates and $5,000 for House 
nominees. Johnson said "artifi- 
cial limits breed artificial dis- 
closures" and these limits are 
decidedly artificial. 


— Corporations with federal 
contracts be forbidden to con- 
tribute to candidates for state 
and local office, as well as for 
federal office. 


Johnson proposed that what 
he termed a major defect in 
present 
law be corrected 
by 
bringing 
primary 
campaigns 
and convention nomination con- 
tests under the federal disclo- 
sure law. 


"In many cases primary con- 
tests are decisive," he said, yet 
they have been "entirely outside 
the law."
